Teen girl dies 
after ‘violent* 
injuries: Cops 


Northside. Police are 
calling the death of 
16-year-old girl in the 
wee hours following 
Canada Day a 'tragic 
set of circumstances' 


An Edmonton teen is dead fol¬ 
lowing an incident on the city’s 
northside early Monday. 

Edmonton police were 
called to a home in the area of 
127 Avenue and 125 Street at 
about 4:45 a.m. Monday, and 
officers foimd a girl in medical 
distress with “violent” injuries. 


The teen was treated by EMS 
at the scene and the taken to 
hospital where she died shortly 
after, according to police. 

Edmonton Police said they 
are interviewing several wit¬ 
nesses, including family mem¬ 
bers, but charges have yet to be 
laid. EPS Acting Inspector Mal¬ 
colm Allan said a cause of death 
is yet to be released, but added, 
“this may end up being a tragic 
set of circumstances.” 

Allan did say the injuries 
were “of a violent nature.” 

Neighbour Theresa Swain 
said her two teenaged sons 
were partying with a person 
who went across the street 
after he was ushered from their 


home aroimd 2:30 a.m. 

She beheved that same 
person was handcuffed and 
escorted from the neighbour’s 
home by police early in the 
morning. 

Swain said she considers the 
neighbourhood safe, and hasn’t 
seen pohce in the area for any 
reason in the few months she 
has lived there. 

Homicide detectives con¬ 
tinued to speak to neighbours 
Monday, and EPS was holding 
the scene imtil investigators 
finished gathering evidence 
from the home. If police deter¬ 
mine this death to be a homi¬ 
cide, it wiU be the 14th of 2012.

Call it the Commercial, the 
Commy, Blues on Wh 3 d:e: The 
longtime watering hole and 
renowned venue for blues 
music is 100 years old this 
weekend, and the old girl 
plans to party. 

The brick hotel, which 
takes up a good chunk of 
Wh 3 d:e Avenue between 103 


and 104 streets, has been 
called a biker bar. She’s worn 
and rough around the edges, 
but her spruced-up front fa¬ 
cade, pots of fiowers, strik¬ 
ing black awnings and new 
windows tell another story: 
This is one old gal who is well 
loved and cared for. 

Just ask Dr. Kevin Sisk, 
who has been warming a seat 
at the Commercial for some 
40 years. Sisk, 61, points to 
where the shuffleboard table 
used to be, and recalls how 
five bucks used to pay for 
enough glasses of beer to 
cover the small round table. 
But it’s mostly the music and 
people that make the Com¬ 
mercial a special place, he 
said.

When visitors walked into the 
Alexander Rutherford home at 
Fort Edmonton Park this Can¬ 
ada Day weekend, they saw 
a house that more closely re¬ 
sembled the original than ever 
before — right down to the 
Christmas cactus. 

Christmas cactus? It seems 
that the family of Alberta’s 
first premier preferred a cactus 
to the traditional tree, and the 
folks at Fort Edmonton aren’t 
ones to mess with history. 

The house was moved to 
Fort Edmonton in 1968 and 
restored by 1980. But it wasn’t 
entirely historically accurate. 

“It was done with the best 
that could be done with the re¬ 
sources available,” said Monica 
Roberts from Fort Edmonton 
Park. 

In January, it was decided 
to improve upon the historical 
accuracy of the building.

original condition reports, the 
house has been restored to as 
close to the original as pos¬ 
sible, right down to as close 
a match as they could find to 
the wallpaper.

Using ar¬ 
chival photographs, they have 
completely redone the front 
parlour. 

“We’re most proud of the 
parlour,” Roberts said. “We 
feel we’ve gotten it the most 
right.... Mrs. Rutherford would 
be pleased to entertain here.” 

Mrs. Rutherford used to 
publicly advertise that she 
would be home for tea, and in¬ 
vite anyone over. 



Friend recalls incident 


Calgary shooting 
victim was‘the 
nicest guy’ 

At first, Steven Tran thought 
the popping noise was com¬ 
ing from the music blaring 
at his restaurant. 

Then he saw two hooded 
men at the front door, fire¬ 
arms in their outstretched 
hands. 

“Everybody started 
screaming — it was chaos,” 
he said Monday. 

The shooting around 
2 a.m. Sunday at Calgary’s 


Basil Ultimate Pho and Fine 
Vietnamese Cuisine claimed 
the life of Tran’s good 
friend, 37-year-old postal 
worker Mike Du. 

While Calgary police 
believe the attack was 
targeted, Tran said Du was 
simply sitting in the wrong 
place at the wrong time, 
directly behind the person 
he believes was targeted. 

“I think they missed or 
something and it hit Mike,” 
he said. 

“They took off, I ran over 
and saw three people laying 
on the ground.... Mike’s 
white shirt was covered in 
red blood.” 


Tran had been hosting an 
after-hours birthday party 
for a friend. Three other 
guests were also injured, 
two critically. 

Police Insp. Paul Stacey 
said investigators hope to 
allow Tran back into Basil by 
mid-week. 

“We are going to hold the 
scene until we conduct an 
autopsy,” he said. 

Shock still evident in 
his voice Monday, Tran re¬ 
counted some of the things 
he enjoyed most about Du. 

“It’s tough to describe 
really,” he said. “He was the 
nicest guy around.”

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Kidnapped aid workers brought 
to safety after dangerous rescue 


Ambushed. Two 

Canadians among

Four aid workers, including 
two Canadians, kidnapped 
at gunpoint from Kenya’s 
largest refugee camp arrived 
back in Kenya’s capital aboard 
a military helicopter on Mon¬ 
day after a pro-government 
Somali militia group rescued 
the four inside Somaha. 

“We are alive and we are 
happy this has ended,” Qiirat- 
Ul-Ain Sadazai of Gatineau, 
Que., one of the Canadian 
workers, said after the group 
landed in Nairobi. 

The four workers from the 
Norwegian Refugee Coimcil 
smiled and waved after step¬ 
ping out of the helicopter. 

Among them was Steven 
Dennis of Toronto, the agency’s 
head of operations in Kenya’s

sprawling Dadaab refugee 
camp. 

Sadazai and Dennis, along 
with Astrid Sehl, 33, and Glenn 
Costes, 40, were lucky to be 
alive. Their Kenyan driver, Abdi 
Ali, was killed when four gun¬ 
men attacked their two-vehicle 
convoy on Friday. 

A representative with the 
Ras Kamboni mihtia in Somalia 
said his group heard of Friday’s 
attack and pursued the kid¬ 
nappers. Ras Kamboni fighters 
caught up with the gunmen 
on Monday morning, about 
60 kilometres inside Somaha.

Quebec City. Harper interrupted by protester 



A speech by Stephen Harper 
was briefly interrupted Mon¬ 
day when a shouting protester 
approached the stage at an 
international conference in 
Quebec City. 

As the prime minister ad¬ 
dressed a world forum on the 
French language, the man 
walked to the front of the large 
room and delivered a message 
of his own. 

“Stop Harper, stop Jean 
Charest,” the protester yelled. 


“Citizens rise up. We need 
you, everybody.” 

The interruption lasted 
only a few seconds before the 
man was grabbed by security. 

His rant earned him a muf¬ 
fled applause from some of 
the attendees inside the Que¬ 
bec City conference centre. 

Quebec provincial po¬ 
lice later indicated that the 
man, in his 30s, was released 
and will not face charges.

A weekend without electri¬ 
city was already trying for 
millions in the sweltering, 
storm-swept U.S. mid-Atlantic 
region. But Monday morning 
brought another challenge 
when many embarked on a 
difficult commute over roads 
with darkened stoplights and 
mass-transit delays. 

To alleviate congestion 
around Baltimore and Wash¬ 
ington, federal and state 
officials gave many workers 
the option of sta37ing home 
Monday. Federal agencies

were open in Washington, 
but non-emergency employ¬ 
ees had the option of taking 
leave or working from home. 
Maryland’s governor also 
gave state workers leeway for 
sta37ing out of the office. 

There were more than 
500 signal outages in Mary¬ 
land on Sunday afternoon, 
including more than 400 in 
hard-hit Montgomery County 
outside the nation’s capital, 
according to the State High¬ 
way Administration. There 
were 100 signal outages in 
northern Virginia late Sun¬ 
day afternoon, and 65 roads 
were closed, although most 
were secondary roads. 

“If you have to drive or 
need to drive, leave yourself 
a lot of extra time,” Maryland 
Highway Administration 
spokesman Charhe Gischlar 
said. “There’s going to be 
delays.” the associated press 



Floods ravage India’s northeast 



The worst monsoon floods 
in a decade to hit a remote 
northeastern Indian state 
have killed more than 80 
people and forced around 2 
million to leave their homes, 
officials said Monday. 

Nearly half a million 
people are living in relief 
camps that have been set up 
across Assam state. Prime 
Minister Manmohan Singh 
told journalists in Gauhati, 
Assam’s capital. The rest of 
the 2 million displaced have 
moved in with relatives or are 
living in the open, sheltering 
under tarpaulin sheets. 

Assam officials say 81 
people have been killed over 


the past four days. Most of 
them were swept away when 
the mighty Brahmaputra 
River overflowed its banks 
and flooded villages. Sixteen 
people were buried in land¬ 
slides triggered by the rains. 

At least 11 people were 
missing in six districts, the 
state disaster management 
agency said in its bulletin. 

Air force helicopters were 
dropping food packets and 
drinking water to marooned 
people, Singh said after sur¬ 
veying the flood-hit districts. 

Army soldiers used boats 
to rescue villagers from roof¬ 
tops of flooded homes.

Scientists to make 
case for existence 
of 'God particle’ 


Higgs boson particle. 

Presentation of 
findings comes with 
not-so-modest promise 
of helping explain 
how universe works 


Scientists believe the “God 
particle,” which might ex¬ 
plain the underpinnings of 
the universe, is real and they 
are about to present their evi¬ 
dence to the world. 

Working at the world’s 
biggest atom smasher on the 
Swiss-French border, they 
plan to announce Wednes¬ 
day that they have gathered 
enough evidence to show that 
the long-sought “God par¬ 
ticle” answering fundamental 
questions about the universe 
almost certainly does exist. 

But after decades of work 
and billions of dollars spent, 
researchers at the European 



Organization for Nuclear Re¬ 
search, or GERN, aren’t quite 
ready to say they’ve “discov¬ 
ered” the particle. 

The discovery of the Higgs 
boson won’t change people’s 
lives, but will help explain 


how the universe works. 

It would confirm the stan¬ 
dard model of physics that 
explains why fundamental 
particles have mass. Those 
particles are the building 
blocks of the universe. Mass 
is a trait that combines with 
gravity to give an object 
weight. 

The phrase “God particle,” 
coined by Nobel Prize-win¬ 
ning physicist Leon Leder- 
man, is used by la 3 mien more 
as an explanation for how the 
wonders of the subatomic 
universe work than how it all 
started. 

Experts familiar with the 
research at GERN’s vast com¬ 
plex say that the massive data 
they have obtained will essen¬ 
tially show the footprint of 
the key particle known as the 
Higgs boson — all but proving 
it exists — but doesn’t allow 
them to say it has actually 
been glimpsed. Two teams of 
physicists present their work 
Wednesday, the associated press

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Landmark verdict in church abuse case 


Candace Conti says the abuse 
began when she was nine years 
old, distributing Bibles door to 
door with a fellow congregant, 
a hulking, loud man named 
Jonathan Kendrick. 

It was the niid-1990s in 
Fremont, Calif. Conti’s parents 
were having marital problems 
and her mother was sick and 
distracted. So the httle girl 
foimd family in her tight-knit 
Jehovah’s Witness congrega¬ 
tion — and Kendrick found a 
victim. 


For two years, Conti says, 
the man repeatedly molested 
her at religious gatherings, 
most frequently when she went 
out with Kendrick to prosel}^- 
ize. When he hugged her, she 
was afraid of being crushed. 

“I was very scared,” Conti, 
now 26, told Torstar News Ser¬ 
vice from California. She later 
learned she was not Kendrick’s 
first victim and sued the Watch- 
tower Bible and Tract Society of 
New York — the corporation 
that oversees the Jehovah’s 


Witnesses — alleging that 
church leaders, called elders, 
knew Kendrick had previously 
abused another girl and did 
nothing to protect her. 

Her lawsuit alleged the 
church allowed her molesta¬ 
tion and even had a pohcy, 
dating to 1989, that instructed 
elders to keep accusations of 
child sex abuse secret. 

In a landmark ruling in mid- 
June, a California juiy sided 
with Conti, ordering the Watch- 
tower to pay nearly $25 million 


in damages and Kendrick to 
pay more than $3 million. 

“This was about telling the 
Watchtower ... that they gotta 
change. They’re the last ones 
to be keeping this secret,” said 
Rick Simons, Conti’s lawyer. 

While sex abuse cases in¬ 
volving the Catholic Church 
have had extensive pubhc 
attention in recent years, 
Conti’s case shines a spotlight 
on sexual abuse withm Jeho¬ 
vah’s Witnesses congregations.

However, 
the organization is not respon¬ 
sible." Jehovah’s Witnesses, it 
added, “abhor child abuse and 
strive to protect children from 
such acts."

Campaign calls for 
a tax on all stocks,

With actor Mark Ruffalo and 
Coldplay’s Chris Martin re¬ 
cently publicly backing it, the 
Robin Hood Tax campaign is 
gaining steam. 

The campaign began in 
the United Kingdom in 2009 
and has seen a growing wave 
of support from grassroots or¬ 
ganizations, activists, imions, 
politicians and economists in 
14 coimtries, including Canada. 

The campaign calls for the 
adoption of a financial trans¬ 
action tax on all stocks, bonds, 
derivatives and currency trades. 
The tax would be set at be¬ 
tween 0.5 and 0.005 per cent,

Passengers on Canada’s ma¬ 
jor airlines will soon have 
more options when their 
flights are overbooked, de¬ 
layed or cancelled. 

The decision by the 
Canadian Transportation 
Agency affects Air Canada, 
Westjet and Air Transat. 

It says passengers should 
be allowed to opt for a full 
refund and a free trip home 
if a cancellation or over¬ 
booking throws a wrench 
into their travel plans. 

Until now, airlines have 
had discretion over whether 
to grant a refund or re-book 
passengers. 

The agency also says that 
in certain cases carriers 


must re-book passengers on 
the first available flight — 
even if that flight is with a 
competing airline. 

The rulings are in re¬ 
sponse to complaints filed 
by Gabor Lukacs, a Halifax 
resident, who has taken on 
the airline industry several 
times. 

In a news release Thurs¬ 
day, the agency noted that 
in the past, when refunds 
were warranted, passengers 
were only reimbursed for 
the unused portion of their 
tickets. 

The ruling makes it clear 
that passengers will be able 
to choose whether they are 
re-booked or get a full re¬ 


fund. 

If they no longer want to 
follow through with their 
travel plans because of a de¬ 
lay or cancellation, they are 
entitled to be flown home 
free of charge — within a 
“reasonable time frame” — 
and receive a full refund on 
their ticket. 

The new regulations do 
not apply to disruptions 
caused by bad weather or 
security issues. 

Lukacs, 29, who used to 
teach at the University of 
Manitoba, has developed a 
reputation as a crusader for 
the rights of airline passen¬ 
gers.

Anderson Cooper, who has 
been reluctant to talk about his 
personal life in public, revealed 
that he is gay in an essay posted 
online on Monday. 

The CNN journalist said 
he had kept his sexual orien¬ 
tation private for personal 
and professional reasons, but 
came to think that remaining 
silent had given some people 
a mistaken impression that 
he was ashamed. 

“The fact is. I’m gay, al¬ 


ways have been, always will 
be, and I couldn’t be any 
more happy, comfortable 
with myself and proud,” he 
wrote in a letter to Andrew 
Sullivan of the Daily Beast. 

Cooper, the son of Gloria 
Vanderbilt, had long been 
the subject of rumours about 
his sexual orientation. He 
said that in a perfect world, 
it wouldn’t be anyone’s busi¬ 
ness, but that there is value 
in “standing up and being 
counted.” 

“I still consider myself a re 
served person and I hope this 
doesn’t mean an end to a small 
amount of personal space,” he 
wrote. “But I do think visibility 
is important, more important 
than preserving my reporter’s 
shield of privacy.”

Audiences are already familiar 
with Alex Pettyfer after a busy 
year in 2011 — he appeared in 
1 Am Number Four, Beastly and 
In Time—but they’re now able 
to see a lot more of him, to put 
it hghtly, with the release of 
Magic Mike. Pettyfer stars as a 
newcomer to the world of male 
stripping taken under the wing 
of the titular Mike (Channing 
Tatum, who is also the inspira¬ 
tion for Pettyfer’s character). 
Stripping may seem like a 
daunting gig, but it turns out 
baring all didn’t bother him as 
much as learning to dance. 

How awkward have inter¬ 
views for this hTm been? 

When you do a male stripper 
movie, they’re going to ask you 
interesting questions. So you 
have to take everything and 
bite the bullet. Yes, 1 think the 
most frequently asked question 
is biggest wardrobe malfunc¬ 
tion. And I think the biggest 
wardrobe malfunction that you 


have is that when you wear a 
thong and you have screaming 
girls, it can accidentally fly off. 
Thank God that didn’t happen 
to me. It was during Matthew 
(McConaughey’s) dance. It was 
kind of very funny. 

Once you've signed up for a 
role like this, clearly you know 
what you’re in for. But how do 
you mentally psych yourself 
up for it? 

It’s a very scaiy thought — one, 
to dance, as I’ve never danced 
before, and two, the fact that 
you’re going to dance practical¬ 
ly naked. You kind of just wrap 
your head around the fact that 
you’ve got to dive into it fully. 
And the fact that aU the other 
guys are in the same boat as 
us, doing the same thing and 
— apart from Channing — not 
having the experience before 
hand and having the experi¬ 
ences firsthand on the set, was 
also very calming. 

You’re not playing Channing 
Tatum per se, but he is the 
basis for your character. Hav¬ 
ing him there must be... 

A little awkward. (Laughs) It’s a 
httle awkward, yeah, because 
obviously he’s a phenomenal 
dancer, for one, and you can’t 
compete with that. And he’s 
hved this life. But it actually 
really helped me, personally. 


because the awkwardness and 
vulnerabihty of not having ex¬ 
perienced what goes on in this 
world was actually what my 
character had to experience. 

You also had some enthusias¬ 
tic extras on set for the dances. 

They were phenomenal. I 
wouldn’t really call them ac¬ 
tresses because I think they 
were very, very glad to be there. 
On most film sets with back¬ 
ground, you have to be like, 
“Give more!” And with these 
guys, for 12 hours straight they 
were screaming. It just gave 
us the best energy. They did 
get out of hand. Tliey got out 
of hand with Channing, and 
they 100 per cent got out of 
hand with Matthew, because 
that was not planned (when 
they rush the stage during his 
dance). I thankfully didn’t have 
any run-ins 'with them. 

What was your least favor¬ 
ite dance routine costume? 

I mean, my favorite was my 
least fevorite because it was the 
hardest thing to get off. I just 
wanted to get it off and go for 
it, which is kind of funny be¬ 
cause the first time I stripped, 
I wanted to keep all my clothes 
on. But that’s a character choice 
and how my character is. He 
eventually loves what he does. 
So I guess the cowboy outfit?

Liz Phair might not be used 
to the luxuries of promot¬ 
ing a major motion picture. 

“Can I steal a water? I 
lost mine somewhere along 
the way,” she asks, noticing 
a tray of drinks on a side 
table in a suite at the Four 
Seasons. 

“This is so much easier 
than my normal life. I love 
this. Rock ‘n’ roll is, like, 
way worse,” she confides. 

“If I were doing any kind 
of stuff gearing up for a 
release, it would be like 
phoners to death, just on 
and on and on.” 

After nearly three dec¬ 
ades in the rock world, 
Phair finds herself in Holly¬ 
wood for the first time, 
penning Dotted Line, the 
closing track for Alex Kurtz- 
man’s People Like Us. 

Writing for a movie was 
new territory for Phair —

and that’s just how she 
likes it. 

“I felt like I’d stumbled 
into something where I was 
out of my depth, which is 
my favorite thing,” she says. 

“I throw myself into the 
deep end of the pool all the 
time, but it’s always 
scary.” 

Kurtzman ap¬ 

proached Phair early 
on in the process. 

“Alex called me in 
almost a year and half be¬ 
fore it was finished,” she 
says. 

“He said that he’d been 
listening to my music when 
he was trying to write 
the character of Frankie 
(played by Elizabeth Banks, 
and that my rock persona 
helped him get into her. 
And damned if he didn’t 
hit every one of my 
issues in the film.” 

Phair says see¬ 
ing an earlier ver¬ 
sion of the movie 
at a Dreamworks 
screening room 
was a monumental 
event. 

“I bawled my eyes 
out in a dark room ^ 
with these two men 
who were completely 
unmoved — they were 
like. We should start 
this shot sooner,”’ she 
says. 

“Not like kind of 
weeping at the end 
of a nice movie, I 
mean like wrack¬ 
ing sobs. And 
I’m repressing 
like you would^ 
a cough in the 
opera. I was ter¬ 
rified when they' 
turned the lights 
on because I was 
out of tissues. 


and they were going to turn 
around and be like, ‘What 
the f— happened to her?”’ 

People Like Us follows 
two adults (Banks and 
Chris Pine) as they discover 
that they are half¬ 
siblings after 
their father.

beautiful with that broken¬ 
ness,” she says. 

“Sometimes my life is so 
straight and clean that I like 
that I’m part of that tribe 
and I get to go and dip in 
and be bad and dirty.

“So please don’t 
judge me, because 
it can get ugly, be¬ 
fore it gets beauti¬ 
ful,” he sings in 
his signature semi- 
high pitch. 

For another sing¬ 
er, such a tune might 
come off as just an¬ 
other relationship 
plea. 

But coming from 
the bad boy singer 
whose career is 
nearly re¬ 
stored after 
his attack on 
^^ihanna three 
■‘years ago, it 
seems like a 
:ry for under¬ 
standing to 
the whole 
world and 
makes him 
sound vulner¬ 
able and appealing. 

When Brown opens up, 
he’s the best version of him¬ 
self. Unfortunately, there 
aren’t enough of those 
songs to make Fortune, the 
23-year-old’s fifth album, a 
must have (it’s the follow 
up to last year’s Grammy- 
winning F.A.M.E.). 

The album veers from 
hip-hop flavoured party 
jams to electronic, pulsat¬ 
ing tracks meant for laser 
light shows to more emo¬ 
tional fare. 


Unessential listening 


Check this track out: 


Party Hard/Cadillac is 
an amazing five-minute 
combination of two 
songs. 

It starts off groovy 
and bouncy before 
transitioning to an 
even better jam that 
features doo-wops, 
finger snaps and one 
of Brown's best vocal 
performances. 


The album suffers from 
Brown’s cocky rap-talk and 
the computerized noises 
that drown out today’s 
dance songs. 

One of the highlights is 4 
Years Old. 

Like Don’t Judge Me, it is 
soft and slow, with Brown 
recalling his childhood, 
singing: “Feels like I’m 4 
years old all over again, be¬ 
cause I’m just running fast, 
I should be walking, saying 
when I grow up you gon’ 
see. I’m gon’ be comfort¬ 
able and happy.” 

But most of the other 
tracks are mediocre, and 
those that standout — like 
Biggest Fan and 2012 — suf¬ 
fer from the album’s lack 
of flow and patchy feel. But 
production may also be the 
blame: The 14-track set is 
overloaded with too many 
producers and songwriters. 

Sometimes Fortune feels 
like a mix tape.
